The sin we speak of is one in which both 
moneyed men and working men are mutu- 
ally guilty. Every christian man of wealth 
who puts his money into a Sabbath break-- 
ing quartz mill, sawing, or flour mill, stage, 
railroad, or other company which disregards | 
the Sabbath day, is, we believe, as directly 
guilty before God as though. he should go 
each Sabbath day, with pick and shovel, to 
work for such company. SBoth proprietors 
and workmen sin, even as, “if the blind 
lead the blind, they shall both fall into the 
ditch.” Neither can throw off the blame 
on to the other. aa 

We know that christians in California 
have laid out immense sums in buying into 
Nevada mines and other Sabbath-breaking 
enterprises, and we know that in the very 
act they have lost outright thousands upon | 
thousands of that money. __ ; | 

Christian, in everything you are bound | 
to see that as to your “cattle,” your prop- 
erty, the Sabbath is kept holy as really as | 
for yourself. We heard of one man, a’ 
christian professor, a Methodist minister, 
who, this season, went over from California 
and invested six thousand dollars in a 
quartz mill which runs every Sabbath day. 
We doubt if that christian ever gets one 
thousand back again. For if the children | 
of God engage in sin, and are prospered, 
they will goon in sin. Hence, they must 
meet with loss in theirs money or in 
‘their souls. The Calvinistic doctrine is, 
that it will be in the money ; the Armenian 
that it will be in the soul. Either should 
alarm the erring christian. 
Nevada State has an excellent and effi- 
cient system.of common schools, one which 
has been carried into so successful opera- 
tion as almost to preclude the possibility of 
independent schools.

Sec, 3.—It shall be the duty of the Vice 
President to preside at all meetings of the 
Society ia the absence of the President, and 
to perform all other duties attaching to that 
office.

_ The meeting was called to order by Ed- 
ward Taylor, Esq., Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, who requested 
Rev. H. G. Blinn, of Morrisania, to open 
with prayer. The prayer being concluded, 
Rev. Dr. Buddington was called upon to 
eside. 
Upon taking the Chair, the President, 
in the name of the Trustees of the Congre- 
gational Union, welcomed those who had 
assembled at this, its thirteenth anniversary. 
He alluded briefly to the close of the war, 
and the declaration that peace now occu- 
pied our land. "When, he said, our late 
noble President called upon us to send our 
sons and brothers to. preserve, the nation’s 
honor, we made the bloody sacrifice without 
a murmur. God now, in ‘these peaceful 
days has thrown upon us other duties, and 
we can no more neglect the call He makes 
upon us than we could those made by our 
late lamented President. It is no sacrifice 
of life that is asked of us now—the duty 
imposed upon us now pertains not to “ grim 
visaged war,” but rather to white winged 
Peace. Oar brethren who worship, aa we 
worship, throughout the land, have in some 
localities been deprived of their houses of 
worship, and we are called upon to contrib- 
ute toward reéstablishing them. Two 
‘hundred thousand dollars are now required 
of churches of this Union for this purpose. 
Our sister cities have come forward nobly 
}and contributed their share toward this ob- 
|ject, and we cannot, with honor, be longer 
recreant to our, duty. He stated that the

If we mistake 
not, there is much in the current thought | 
of ‘the church, at least in its current lan- | 
guage, that indicates a different state of 
things. Is there not an impression that lies: 
like a burden on ourchurches in a time of | 
general coldness, the Holy Spirit is. 
absent in Heaven, and that He needs to be | 
summoned from afar? How earnest the 
plea that is offered up that the. Holy Spirit. 
may be poured out; that He may confe; 
that He may be given, etc. But the teach- 
ing of the New ‘Testament i is, that, He was 
poured out on the day.of Pentecost ; that 
He was given as the result of the glorifica- 
tion of Christ; that, once for all, eighteen’ 
hundred years ago, He took possession of the 
believing church, and henceforth abides in 
it and with it forever. It is.clear that the 
New Testament does not speak of the
